portunity has also beon takon to revise Lhe 
old code and bring it in line with the actual 
requiremonts ofthe city, which, as we 
know, are many. Besides, tho compilation 
has tho further advantago of affording faci- 
lity for ready reference to those whose 
duties require them to be posted ap in the. 
letter af the law in respect of municipal 
affairs in the aly City. 

The codo of sanitary laws now before us |
